FAMINE IN SUGAR. 


Supplies Run Short in the Face of a 
Heavy Demand. 


A sugar famine is threatened in St. Louts 
and wholesale grocers are frantically trying 
to pick up even a barrel or two. 

For some time the Sugar Trust has had a 


number of its refineries closed and whole- 


sale rs have bought as little as possible, 


wing to the lightness of the demand, An 


advance of 1-l6c per pound was made by the 
Trust and a remarkable demand sprang up. 
Every one wanted sugar and no one had any. 

The New Orleans refinery will not ship 
sugar to St. Louis, as the demand from 
near-by territory is already too great to be 
met. Shipments from the East cannot be 
‘had before May 20. 

The stock of granulated sugar usually car- 
ried at the old Belcher refinery has dwindled 
to a few barrels of light and dark yellows 
and some pow Not a grocer in the 
city has to exceed ten barrels of granulated, 
and many have none. 

If relief is not soon had St. Louisans wil! 
have to sweeten their coffee with brown 
sugar, 5 molasses, or do without, and 
the male portion of the community will have 
to change their orders from a little sugar, 
please, to give it to me straight.”

The Traps He Lays and the Tricks He 
Plays to Catch Unwary Legislators. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 7.—A legis- 
lator who does not want his mame tp be 
used, gave the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
an interesting account of his experience in 
’ dodging Col. Phelps’ lasso. It Was suggested 
by Senator Wurdeman’s confession about 
the undeposited check he gave. Phelps for 
a 1,000-mile ticket, and illustrates the cun- 
ning and persistence with which the rail- 
road lobby attempts to get members of the 
Legislature in its power. 

Soon after this member came to Jefferson 
City he was approached by Col. Phelps, who 
offered to give him a pass. The member de- 
clined to accept the pass, saying that he pre- 
ferred to pay his fare and thought he would 
buy a 1,000-mile ticket. Then,“ said Col. 
Phelps, “I can save you some trouble by 
sending you the ticket.“ 

“But,” insisted the member, “I intend to 
pay for it.“ 

y well,” said Phelps, just send me 
your check for $20 and it will be all right.“ 

The legislator said that for some reason 
the suspicion of a trap occurred to him. He 
thought of the possibility of the check not 
being collected and of the danger of deal- 
ing for transportation with the attorney of 

the Missouri Pacific and replied that he 
would see about it. 

He feels sure now that if he had accepted 
Col. Phelps’ offer the transaction with the 
worst constructéon put upon it and the 
check in Col. Phelps’ hands as proof would 
have been held over his head as a club to 
drive him into doing the lobby’s bidding. 

But this was not the end of the lobby’s 
attempt to get his name on its pass list. 
Boon after a messenger came to him and 
told him that there was a pass awaiting him 
at a certain place. He replied that it was a 
mistake as he had not asked for a pass. He 
thought no more of the matter until Col. 
Phelps met him and said that a pass had 
been issued for him and he thought he 
would personally bring it to him.

The Fellow-Servant Bill Goes Over Un- 
til Next Thursday.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 7.—Chair- 
man Baskett of the. Committee of Labor 
in the Senate introduced the special fel- 
low servant bill of the committee as a sub- 
stitute for Senator Walker's bill, and moved

“Section 1. Every corporation in this State 
owning or operating any railroad shall be 
Hable for all damages sustained by any em- 
. ploye thereof resulting from the negligence 
of aay Other agent or employe of such cor- 
poration while engaged in the service of 
such corporation. 

“Bec, 2. No recovery shall be had by any 
person by, this act when the person injured 
shall be guilty of negligence directly con- 
tributing to such injury. Any contract by 
which any person may waive in advance 
any right. he may have under this act 
— be illegal and void as against public 
po 


oy. 
“Sec, In case any person injured in the 
manner prescribed by this act shal die, a 
right of action for damages shall survive 
for the benefit of his heirs and such action 
may be instituted by his executor or his ad- 
ministrator.,

The Government railroad is still a 
long distance from the coast and it would 
take five or six months to mass any great 
number of troops on the border. The Rus- 
sian fleet on the Pacific is smaller than ours 
and many months would elapse before more 
vessels could arrive from European waters. 

“Ships would be necessary to transport 
troops from the mainland to Japan, and our 
men of war would fight to the last to pre- 
vent it. But even when the last of our ves- 
sels should be destroyed the coast would still 
be guarded by the army and landing of the 
invaders would be prevented. 

Japan would fight to the last. We have 
no fear of losing our independence through 
A war with Russia. It might mean the 
sinking of a fleet, the loss of 100,000 men, 
but what is that to a united people of 14,000, - 
000 fighting for the principles and territory 
whic they have already won by blood?

Witness visited him in conjunction with 
Dr. Krebs. Duestrow refused to answer 
questiéns, stating that he had been told 
not to converse with witness. He would 
gladly do so if Dr. Bauer would return his 
wife and child. 

When asked why he did not talk with Dr. 
Krebs Duestrow answered, Tou better 
find out from other sources.“ 

Witness visited him a number of times 
since then, but the defendant invariably 
refused to converse, saying he had positive 
instructions from Gov. Johnson to this ef- 
fect. 

Dr. Bauer stated that in his opinion there 
was absolutely no doubt but that the man 
was sane. He considered him a fool, how- 
ever. Taking all the testimony he had 
heard from the defense during the last week 
he was fortified in his opinion. The doctor 
thought it strange that in delusions of 
persecution the hypnotic power should be 
exerted by the alleged paranoiac rather 
than in substantiating the delusion. Dr.

SENATORS AND THEIR VOTES, 


Now that the Senate Committee on 
Labor has reversed its former action 
and voted to report a Railroad Fellow- 
servant bill, it will hardly be possible 
for members of that body to avoid go- 
ing on record. No doubt this bill will 
be antagonized in the interest of the 
Lobby with a “general’’ bill, but the 
special Railroad Employee bill will have 
the advantage of a favorable commit- 
tee report behind it. 

The fate of the bill must be determined 
upon its merits. An attempt to force a 
partisan issue upon it will be futile. It 
is known that there are Republicans as 
well as Democrats tn the Senate who 
favor a Railroad Employee bill, and un- 
fortunately there are Democrats as well 
as Republicans who will use their votes 
and influence to carry out the purposes 
of the Filley-Phelps combine. 

What the Senators do, however, will 
be done as individuals. The vote of each 
Senator will be duly entered in the Sen- 
ate record and published in the news- 
papers. Individual Senators will be 
judged by their individual votes. On 
the issue of The People of Missouri vs. 
the Lobby those who favor the Lobby 
will vote against the Railroad Employee 
bill;. those’ who side with the people, 
whether Democrats or Republicans, will 
record their votes for the Railroad Em- 
ployee pill. 

There will be no chance to dodge this 
issue or to hide behind the convenient 
shield of party. 


INGENIOUS BUT FOOLISH. 


The leading organ of gold monometal- 
lism in the East has had a correspondent 
scouring the West for a little comfort 
for Wall street. The correspondent has 
found no comfort, but has hit upon a 
plan of campaign which he thinks would 
be admirable for the defeat of the “free 
coinage heresy.” 

He proposes through the columns of his 
paper that the “sound money” campaign 
be conducted through the bankers and 
- postmasters. He says that the bankers 
form a natural nucleus of “sound: 
money” element’. They have a business 
interest in the triumph of “sound money” 
doctrine, and can be depended on to ex- 
pend labor, time and money in checking 
the tide of free silver sentiment. 

But while the bankers will serve as 
the centers of “sound money” influences, 
radiators are needed, and he finds these 
ready made in the postmasters. He 
thinks that all the postmasters will be 
glad to distribute sound money” liter- 
ature and talk up “sound money” doc- 
trine in order to help the Administra- 
tion to which they owe their appoint- 
ments. With a center of influence in 
every bank and an agent in every post- 
office the Wall street propaganda would 
have a magnificent educational organiza- 
tion. 

But the plan is more ingenious than 
effective. If there is one thing which | 
more than any other would assure a clean 
sweep for free silver in the National 
Democratic Convention, it would be a 
gold standard, bank currency campaign 
bossed by the Administration, backed 
by the bankers and conducted by the 
office-holders.

THE M., K. & T. ASSESSMENT. 


It has already been demonstrated by 
the Post-Dispatch that the railroad prop- 
erty in this State is largely undervalued 
for taxation purposes by the State Board 
of Equalization; and that the resolu- 
tions adopted by the last two Legisla- 
tures setting forth this fact are correct 
and true. 

Gov. Stone, in his respofise to one of 
these resolutions of inquiry, undertakes 
to explain some of the difficulties in the 
way of making a proper assessment of 
the railroads, but says that these diffi- 
culties may now be overcome since it is 
a matter of public notoriety that the 
new railroad, the Missouri, Kansas & 
Eastern, in reality the East and West 
line of the Missouri, Kansas & Téxas— 
from Green Ridge to St. Louis has cost 
less than $20,000 a mile,“ and this fact 
may form a substantial basis for future 
valuations. 

In the meantime, the Missouri, .Kan- 
sas & Texas Railroad—the main line, 
which crosses the State from southwest 
to northeast, 247 miles in length—is esti- 
mated by the State Board of Railroad 
Commissioners tq, have cost $74,029 a 
mile, or a total cost in this State of 
$18,285,163. 

This line was valued by the State 
Board of Equalization last year at only 
$3,378,788, or $13,548 a mile, or about one- 
sixth of its Own estimated cost. 

Why should the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Railroad, a great corporation now 
owned and controlled by the Rockefel- 
lers and the Standard Oil monopoly, be 
asessed at less than one-fifth, when farm 
land in Missouri is assessed at one-third?

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dae . Does the Income Tax Law Really 


Say a Tax on Real 
Estate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 7.—The sec- 
ond day of the rehearing of the income tax 


cases in the Supreme Court of the United 


States began with Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Whitney in the midst of his argument 
for a reversal of the former opinion of the 


court on the question of the validity of a 
Federal tax on incomes derived from rents. 
All the seats on the bench were again oc- 
cupied to-day, as on yesterday, and the 
visitors crowded the limited space of the 
courtroom, as they have done every day 
gince the income tax has been before the 
court, though not to as great an extent as 
rday. 

: Whitney ag by explaining that 
his historical brief, which he had prom- 
ised yesterday, had not reached him from 
the printer, and said that he had already 
gone almost as far into the 2 as 
he should in quoting from precedents orally 
and in giving the facts as to the meaning 
of the various words and phrases used in 
taxation. He said his statements of fa¢ts 
would be his principal argument, and he 
believed that in a case of the character 
of the income tax cases now under argu- 
ment the facts were the best argument 
that could be made. He claimed that the 
weight of evidence was to the following 
account: 

First—The word duty“ had a legal defin- 
ition. The phrase direct tax“ had none, 
but was borrowed from political economy. 

2. A specific personal property tax, a spe- 
cific real property tax, and a specific inéome 
tax were each a duty within the meaning of 
the constitution. A general tax on all per- 
sonal property at a valuation was not a 
duty, impost or excise, at all, nor was it a 
direct tax in political economy. 

8. A specific real property tax would prob- 
ay have been considered to be an indirect 


8 

4. A general income tax, properly so called, 
was unknown at the time of the Constitu- 
tion, but was a duty within its meaning. 

5. A specific personal property or specific 
income tax was a duty, and not a direct tax. 

Taking up the American system of taxa- 
tion at the time of the Revolution, he said 
it was devoid of uniformity and very diffi- 
cult of classification. It could only be shown 
thoroughly by going through the statutes 
of the thirteen States, as he had gane 
through those of Great Britain. He quoted 
frequently from the report of Secretary of 
the Treasury Wolcott made in 17%, in which 
that official states that the system was en- 
tirely different in the various States, and 
some of the States were almost without any 
form whatever. In North Carolina, for in- 
stance, lands were taxed uniformly. in 
South Carolina by districts, and in Vir- 
ginia by a classification of counties. 

He directed especial mention to Wolcott’s 
report saying that his explanation was clear 
and while he did not use the term direct 
taxes in its legal meaning, he gave it the 
meaning of the political economists and 
was therefore valuable. He said there had 
been no income tax in any of the States 
prior to the convention unless it is in Dele- 
ware and concerning that State there was 
apparently doubt. The system in use in 
most of the States was that of the rating 
—.— for tax purposes at an annual valua- 
tion, 

Summing it up he said the main result 
of the examination of the system in the 
various States had been negative in char- 
acter and had shown first that the systems 
were so different and that it was hard to 
determine how they did pay their taxes, 
and secondly, that there was no settled 
meaning to the word duty.“ 

Attorney-General Olmey then addressed 
the court in behalf of the Government. He 
began to speak at 2:20 p. m. 

e Attorney-General said: “I fully ap- 
preciate the liberality of thecourt both in 
according thie rehearing and in the matter 
of the time allowed for arguments. I re- 
alize at the same time that it cannot be fair- 
ly taken advantage of merely to reiterate 
considerations already fully presented, and 
that it should be availed only for new mat- 
ter now proven to be important, but which 
so far as the Government is concerned has 
thus far been practically untouched. The 

resent posture of the case I conceive to 

e this. The contention of the Government 
at the former hearing was that the val- 
idity of a general income tax law could not 
now drawn in question—being conclusive- 
ly settled by repeated adjudications of this 
court as well as by the uniform and long 
continued practice of the other departments 
of the Government. 

That contention has deen sustained. 
though by an equally divided court, with 
two exceptions. One related to the income 
of State and municipal securities and pre- 
sents a question upon which I do not ask to 
be reheard at this time. The other relates to 
rents of real estate, in respect of which 
the position of the court is that they are 
not embraced within this scope of the pre- 
vious decision. This conclusion is one of 
which I am unable to feel the force or ap- 
preciate the justice, and as the question is 
of immense importance to the Government, 
politically and pecuniarily, I shall consume 
a few moments in respectfully urging its 
reconsideration. 

It is important to bear in mind the pre- 
eise question. It is not whether there may 
not be a tax on rents or which must be 
deemed a tax on land producing them. It 
is not whether a land tax measured by 
rents or rentals value may not be the most 
efficient and most scientific way of taxing 


land. The question is, does this income tax 


law create a tax which is nesessarily 
deemed a tax on real estate. For answer 
the best source of information is, of course 
the statute itself. The most superficial ex- 
amination shows that no real estate tax 
as such is intended by Congress. If it had 
been, there would have been a provision for 
the appraisement, by rental value or other- 
wise of vacant and unproductive land. If 
it had been there would have been provision 
for the appraisement, by rental value or 
otherwse, of houses and grounds, which 
are occupied as homesteads and for pur- 
poses of private enjoyment and pleasure.

DENVER, Colo., May 7.—A special to the 
Rocky Mountain News from Washington 
says that the Treasury authorities admit 
that the receipts of gold at the mints have 
sensibly diminished ever since the contract 
for the purchase of gold bonds was award- 
ed to the Belmont-Morgan syndicate, and 
adds: Another feature of this affair lies 
in the fact that the proauction of gold in 
the United States has lately increased to 
such an extent as to make it an object for 
this foreign syndicate to oorner or control 
the gold market, and inasmuch as the Bel- 
mont-Morgan syndicate obtained not only 
the privilege of purchasing these bonds at a 
very low figure, but a monopoly of all bonds 
to be issued between now and next October 
at the same rate, it is clear that trom the 
high price they obtain on the sale of the 
bonds abroad they can afford to pay a pre- 
mium rate for gold bullion over and above 
the rate fixed at the mints. This way the 
syndicate obtained practically a monopoly 
of the gold product of the United States, es- 
pecially the product in Celorado, where the 
increase in gold production has been 80 
large within the t year or two. The 
Treasury seems tod be entirely in the hands 
of the syndicate. It must have gold to 


maintain the reserve, even if it practically. 


cripples the purchasing operations of the 
mint. . The syndicate would much prefer 
to have the gold in the shape of bullion 
than in coin, to the end that it can be 
shipped abroad if necessary without loss 
from abrasion as frequently happens to gold 
coin * 1 from or imported into the 
United States.“ 

The rumor that a syndicate is buying up 
gold in Colorado is denied by smelter men. 
"The rt is erroneous,’ said ex-Gov. 
Grant of the Omaha and Grant Smelter. 
We are shipping our bullion to New York 
and have been doing so for a month or more, 
as we get 65 cents per 1,000 premium on gold 
bars in the New -York market.“ 

Mr. Grant expresses himself strongly of 
the opinion that there is no gold syndicate 
operating in the West. 

The low express rates are pointed out as 
one of the agencies that have caused the re- 
ceipts of the Denver mint to fall off 50 per 
cent within the last 6 days. A well-in- 
formed express agent estimated yesterday 
that 8& per cent of the silver produced in 
Colorado is going to San Francisco on ac- 
count of the demand occasioned 8 war 
hetween China and Japan.

Deadly Battle Between the Gilly 
Boys and the Days. 


THE FORMER WIPED OUT. 


Joe Day Also Mortally Wounded in 
the Affray, Caused by an 
Old Feud.

Vitrified Brick Issue Reaches a Stage 
Which Checkmates the Combine. 


A truce on the vitrified brick issue has 
been reached between the Street Depart- 
ment and the contractors ‘using Alton 
brick. For the present, and until that 
brick shall fall below standard, it will be 
used in alley pavine. Engineer Varrelman, 
who inspected and condemned certain por- 
tions of the brick paving in the alley be- 
tween Sixth, Seventh, estnut and Pine 
Streets, last Thursday, stated approval of 
the work had only been held up until a test 
of some of the materia] used could be made, 
it being admitted by the contractors that 
a part of the material had not conformed 
to sample. The understanding reached 
Was that low grade material should be re- 
moved, wherever found, and should be re- 
placed with perfect brick, and that being 
done the brick made at Alton would be 
permitted to be used on all alley contracts— 
subject, of course, to inspection as deliv- 
ered. This decision, Mr. Varrelman stated, 
had been reached after learning the result 
of the test ordered last Thu y by Mr. 
Milner. 

Maj. John B. O'Meara and Mr. John 
Hill, the contractors who had. been most 
seriously inconvenienced by Mr. Milner's 
summary action of Thursday, said that 
they would go ahead Tuesday with all alley 
ow 4 under contract, using the Alton 
rick, and would replace any poor brick 
that might be found already laid. Maj. 
O’Meara gave the Post-Dispatch credit 
for having prevented a combine to con- 
trol the use of paving brick to the city, 
and said that had not the publication 
of the facts as to partiality shown certain 
manufacturers been promptly made, he 
had no doubt the combine would have se- 
cured a strong grip on all city contracts. 
Now, he believed that the parties who 
sought to set up such a combine would 
hesitate before making another attempt 
to demonstrate the strength of their pull.“ 

Water Commissioner Holman stat that 
vitrified brick was growing in favor for 
paving, although he did not know that 
any large municipality had adopted it for 
street paving, except experimentally. It 
was cheaper than asphalt, and about half 
as durable as granite, and as far as St. 
Louis was concerned was an acceptable 
substitute for limestone for alley paving, 
the limestone of suitable quality for paving 
having been exhausted hereabouts.
